Debbie, who is 13 years old, 
wrote a letter to the President 
without the knowledge of her pa- 
rents, Mr and Mrs Raymond Ash- 
worth of Church Street, 

Her parents are the center of a 
group which is now trying to raise 
$1000 to send Jeanne to Japan. 
So far $800 has been raised, The 
Japanese Government has donated 
$200, plus all expenses in Japan 
while she is there, the Lowell 
Sun has donated $200, H P Hood & 
Sons, milk company, has donated 
$500, 

Jeanne was apprised last year, 
while she was studying in Sweden 
that she might be invited to Japan 
this winter, by the coach of the 
Japanese National Skating ~Club, 
who was also studying in Sweden, 
and who met Jeanne there, 

Now that Jeanne has broken the 
Three Minute Mile, and further 
made a Clean Sweep ofboth the Na- 
tional Women’s Speed Skating con- 
test, and the US Olympic Women’s 
tryouts, the .offep has been con- 
firmed, 

There was no definite promise, 
but rather more of a hope, in the 
letter from the President to Deb- 
bie, The letter read; 

My dear Miss Ashworth: 

The president has asked me to 
thank you for your letter and your 
interest in writing about your sis- 
ter. 

By his direction your communi- 
cation is: being brought to the at- 
tention of the appropriate officials 
of the Department of State.

NO ‘FREE CASH’ 
FOR TOWN MEET 


Taxpayers of Wilmington, when 
they go to the annual Town Meet- 
ing this year, will have the dubious 
pleasure of entering with the know- 
ledge that the tax rate will beover 
$2 higher, and probably $2.50, than 
at the same point in last year’s 
Town Meeting. 

The State Department of Accounts 
has returned tothe town its Balance 
Sheet for the year ending Dec, 31, 
1962, and listed under the ‘Free 
Cash’ item is the figure zero, 

The cause? -There are several, 
none of which will be pleasant for 
the tax payer. 

Last year, for instance, an un- 
usually large amount of the Free 
Cash for the 1962 Town Meeting 
was used, probably to create a 
favorable tax rate, Only $13,000 
was left in Free Cash, when in 
other years the sum was somewhat 
higher, 

Last year, too, the townhadsome 
emergency spending which has cut 
into the Free Cash, There were 
Overdrafts of about $15,000 on 
Snow and Ice Removal, and about 
the same amount on Veteran’s 
Benefits, In addition thetown has

From $100,000, more or less, in 
Surplus Revenue, subtract the un- 
collected taxes, subtract the money 
spent under emergency programs, 
subtract the money not received 
for Veterans Benefits and School 
Bus transportation, The remainder 
roughly, is the Free Cash, 

And in Wilmington, thisyear, that 
remainder is a deficit figure.

WAS NOTABLE CITIZEN 


James W, Castine, one ofthe more 
active citizens of the Town of Wil- 
mington for the past 39 years, died 
suddenly, in St, John’s Hospital, 
Lowell, Sunday afternoon, He had 
been stricken, while at home, that 
morning, and died shortly after 
having been rushed to the hospital. 

A native of Woburn, 67 yearsold, 
he became a Wilmington resident 
at the time of his marriage to Mis: 
Theresa Porter, and has lived on 
Columbia Street, with his wife and 
family for many year: 

Mr Castine was one of the found- 
ers of the Catholic Club, in the 
late 1920's, and served as presi- 
dent of that organization, which, at 
the time, was one of the livilest 
organizations in town, producing 
minstrel shows which are still well 
remembered. 

An Army veteran of World War I, 
he was a Past Commander of Wil- 
mington Post 136, American Le- 
gion, and was a leader in both the 
St Thomas Holy Name Society and 
the St Thomas Lodge of the Knights 
of Columbus, 

He served for many years as a 
correspondent for the Boston Daily 
Record and the Lowell Sun, and was 
widely known for his activities, 

Mr Castine was patent leather 
worker, until his retirement about 

year ago. He had been working 
for the Porter Leather Company 
of Canton in recent years, 

Besides his wife he is survived by 
a sister, Mrs Emma Quigley of 
Winchester, and abrother, Edward 
Castine of Woburn,

burn, yesterday morning, with a
